Washington, D. C., April 16.-[Special.}— 
As the direct result of the action of President 
Roosevelt in forcing a settlement of the 
great anthracite coal strike an investigation 
will be conducted by the interstate com- 
merce commission to determine whether the | 
coal carrying railroads are operating under . 
an agrement to fix rates in restraint of trade | 
and {ntviolation of the anti-trust law. 

If the investigation develops that an agree- 
ment exists Attorney General Knox will be 
instructed by the president to prosecute the 
roads which are parties tqit. Theinterstate 
commerce commission will meet in New York 
on Tuesday and will summon before it Presi- 
dents Baer, Oliphant, and other officers of- 
the coal roads, and will put them through a 
course of vigorous questioning which is ex- 
pected to develop all the facts. 

This investigation will be brief, thorough, 
and decisive, and will be concluded within 
two weeks, and if there is justification for 
prosecutions Attorney General Knox will be 
prepared to inaugurate legal proceedings 
within thirty days. From-the eviderice al- 
ready in hands the government officials here 
believe it will be a simple matter to prove 
the existence of an agreement which not 
only fixes rates, but which limits the pro-. 
duction of coal. 

The success of the government in breaking 
up the Northern Securities company mérger 
has convinced every one of the sincerity of 
the president, and there is extreme uneasi- 
ness on the part of officials of other unlawful 
combinations. 


a*s 

Each of the coal carrying roads contrals 
one or more coal producing companies. In 
each case the coal companies are virtually 
identical with the railroads, being orga 
separately chiefly because of the legal 
strictions which prevent the railroads. oper- 
ating coal mines. These gormpani 
72% per cent of. the total hard coal output of 
the. United States. The accounts of the rail- 
road coal companies are kept entirely dis- 
tinct from those of the. railroads, and they 
pay regular freight rates to the railroads. 

Since the coal strike the affairs of these 
companies were brought prominently before 
the country, and there was a strong suspi- 
cion that an ironclad agreement existed be- 
tween the roads and that the coal output was 
limited. Charges of this character were 
made and denied, but the testimony before 
the anthracite coal strike commission and the 
senate committee on the District of Co- 
lumbia, of which Senator Stewart is chair- 
man, and the industrial committee all tended 
to show that a combination did exist. * 

It is a matter of record that all these roads 
make exactly the same charge for transport- 
ing coal. There is also abundant evidence 
that all these roads were party to an agree- 
ment by which independent coal operators 
were given ample transportation facilities and 
permitted to send their product to market 
and dispose of it at extortionate prices, while 
the railroads which controlled the carrying 
facilities transported comparatively little

suits in the future except on order of the 
mayor or the head of the department con- 
cerned.

Engineering Buredu Accused. 

The engineering bureau, as well as the 
health department, will. be concerned in the 
investigation. City Engineer Ericson has 
ordered an immediate inquiry ‘of a counter 
charge made by Dr. Reynolds that neglect 
at the Harrison street pumping station al- 
lowed sewage to fall into the drinking water, 
causing an epidemic of typhoid fever and 
being responsible for seventy-one deaths 


which can be traced directly to‘this pollu- 


tion. That the charge can be true is not be- 
lieved by any of the officials in the engineer- 
ing bureau, but the investigation will be 
made notwithstanding. 


Produces Letters from Young. 

City Prosecutor Taylor was asked to ex- 
| plain the dismissal of two cases instituted by 
him and he showed the mayor a letter writ- 
ten by Col. Young requesting the dropping 
of the suits. These letters cleared Mr. Tay- 
lor so far as his personal interest in the- 
cases was concegned.

Blames University of Chicago. 

Responsibilty for the conditions mentioned 
in the Hull house report may be found to be 
equally divided between landlords and in- 
spectors. The health department throws 
some blame on the owners of tenement prop- 
erty in poorer wards. 

The University of Chicago is held up asa 
persistent opponent to the department at 
nearly every step taken for the betterment 
of conditions. Representatives of the busi- 
ness management of the university are 
charged with “ bluffing ’’ and “ bulldozing” 
the health officers, or attempting it, and 
opposing measures taken for the safety of 
the tenants in university property. The uni- 
versity corporation is said to be a heavy 
owner of property in the wards affected by 
the investigation. 

Philanthropists Also at Fault. 

Men and women who are noted for philan- 
thropic and educational work are accused 
also of responsibility as property owners for 
conditions such as have been described by 
the settlement report. 

Mayor Harrison and Commissioner Rey- 
nolds fear that something more serious than 

neglect of duty may be found as the cause of 
the alleged violations of the ordinances, al- 
though the charges, as the civil service com- 
mission will take them up, will not be along 
this line.

Special Report on Affairs of 
Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Contains Some 
Grave Charges. 


BOOKS UNDER ANALYSIS. 


Attorney Philbin Says Millions 
Were Shifted from Account 
to Account to Suit Ex- — 
isting Demands. 


New York, April 16.—[{Special.]—The re- 
port of Special Counsel Philbin, engaged by ~ 
stockholders of the Metropolitan Street rail- 
way company, arid the testimony being de- 
veloped in the libel guilt of William Amary ‘ 
against H. H. Vreeland, president of thé 
company, present the affairs of the consoll- 
dation in a most unfavorable light. | 

The report of Mr. Philbin says that the | 
accounts have been juggled and manipulated 
to the extent of millions of dollars, and 
that the reports of the company, under a 
simple .arithmetic analysis, show 
ancies of the most glaring sort. 


Expenditures Wrongly Stated. 

He asserts that sums set down as expended — 
for reconstruction and extension were not 
so used and that other sums secured for re 
funding of unse obligations of pur- 
chased properties were not obtained from the 
sources stated. 

The asstrtions made in the Philbin report 
‘were being amplified and ‘fortified the 
Armory damage suit hearing, during which 
the opposing counsel almost came to blows. ~ 
The Philbin report shows a charge by the 
company in one place of $19,000,000 more 
than was actually expended and in another 
place he says that $1,400,000 a year dividends 
are being paid on stocks of a property that 
brings in less than $300,000 a year. 

Money secured by one company, he says, 
has been applied to aid another, and the 
entire scheme so handled «as to give all the 
properties a prosperous air. 

The report finds that in 1898, 1899, 1900, and” 
1901 the Metropolitan company stated in ita 
annual reports to the state railroad commis- 
sion that it expended in construction and 
equipment a “sum in cash exceeding by 
millions of dollars the actual sum in cash 
which is proved by the company’s general 
balance sheets to have been so expended.” 


‘Ugly Talk at Hearing. 

A bitter attack was made upon Philpisi,* 
Osborne, and Amory at the hearing this 
ing by Delancey Nicoll, who gceused 
of being a ‘monstrous combination” 
“bear” Metropolitatt -rafirokd@ company 
stéck and injilre the cOmpany. 
Nicoll he said “what was absolutely un- 
true.”” When the hearing was resumed be- 
fore Magistrate Barlow in the private ex- 
amination room in’ the Center street court 
late this afternoon Amory took the stand and 
continued his sensational testimony regard- 
ing the charge that the accounts of the com=- © 
pany were falsified, and said that $30,000,000 
had been stolen from the treasury. ) 

Lawyer James W. Osborne, for Amory, | 
offered in evidence a copy of the balance 
sheet issued by the company in December, 
1901, which showed as the assets value of 
warious companies subsidiary to the Metro¢ 
politan at $21,793,985, and that the next 
quarterly sheet showed the stock value of | 
these subsidiary companies at $22,561,541. 


Amory Details His Charges. 

Amory then went on taking up the various. 
reports issued by the company to the rail- 
road commission, the stock exchange, and the 
stockholders, many of which, according to 
the testimony, showed great discrepancies 
and apparent inaccuracies amounting in one 
instance, that of bills payable, to $1,000,000, | 
Mr Osborne introduced reports made by 
President Vreeland regarding the sale of 
$23,000,000 worth of the stock in the Metro- 
politan company for reconstructing and pay- 
ing off the unfunded indebtedness of the 
Third Avenue company, when that line wags 
acquired by the Metropolitan. While Os- 
borne was reading the report, an exciting 
conflict between Nicoll, Philbin, and himseli 
ensued. 

According to Amory’s subsequent testi- 
mony, discrepancies of about $3,000,000 exiét- 
éd between the amounts actually paid for the * 
Third avenue line and the amount charged by 
the company in its report. 


Philbin’s Report Interesting. 
Philbin’s report of his investigation con 
tains much of interest on points not brought 
out in the hearing before Magistrate Bar- 
low. In the matter of the lease by the 
Metropolitan of the Interurban Street rafl- 
way company he makes these findings: | 
‘Feb. 14, 1902, the Metropolitan company 
addressed a circular to stockholders in re- 


lation to the proposed lease of the inter- 


urban company, the opening clause of which 
reads as follows:  ‘* Your directors have 
for some time had under consideration the 
best means of providing the money (ap- 
proximately $23,000,000) required to pay the 
unfunded debt incurred in the purchase of 
the stock of the Third Avenue railroad come 
pany, and to defray the expenses of ex< 
tending the electrical systems upwards of 
eighty miles.’ 

* The Metropolitan | lines still operated 
horse cars, and In the plainest possible lan« 
guage the company states it requires $28 
000,000 for two specific purposes, and tweé 
only—viz.: to pay the ‘unfunded debt inc 
curred in the purchase of the Third Avenugé 
stock and to extend an electrical syste 
upwards of eighty miles, which is sti 
operated by horse cars. 

“ First, what sum was required Feb. 1 
1902, to pay the unfunded debt Incurred q 
the purchase of the Third Avenue stock. Ad 
a matter of fact it can conclusively be showa 
by the company’s sworn statement that the 
Metropolitan at that date could not have 
owed a single dollar of unfunded debt In- 
curred in.the purchase of the Third Ave 
nue stock. Proof of this will be hereinafter 
set forth. We therefore only consider wha\ 
was the cost of changing ¢ighty miles of 
horse rajlroad to an electric railway. 

Widely Varying Estimates. 

“ The president of the company, H. H. Vree. 
|Jand, in his affidavit of March 14, 1902, in 
says: ‘ The es-

“ Other proof by the company ieaaia that

“In December, 1900, this $7,000,000 of new 
stock was offered to subscription by stock- 
iders of thé company at $160 a share. In 
€ company’s cash statement report of 1901 
appears the sum of $10,500,420 cash received 
on sale of stock. The balance sheet of the 
company shows during the year of 1901 more 
than $3,700,000 expended in new construction, 
while the cash disbursements show loans 
gmounting to $7,144,906 paid during the year. 
“Other features of the interurban lease 
Sught to be considered also. Instead of pay- 
ing the Metropolitan $23,000,000 cash, as 
&greed, which was to have been received by 
the Metropolitan, Securities company, it ap- 
pears only 25 per cent of the subscriptions of 
$30,000,000 in capital stock in the securities

“Tt is clear this $11,000,000 is provided for 
the purpose of enabling the Interurban com- 
pany to carry out jts contract to pay 7 per 
cent. guaranteed dividends on $52,040,000 of 
Metropolitan stock, for the Interurban com- 
pany has no earning capacity of its own, 
and the only earnings represented are the 
earnings of the Metropolitan company itself, 
which never have been and are not at present 
equal to 7 per cent of the capital stock. 

“Accordingly the anomaly is presented of 
the Metropolitan company, although a cred- 
iter of the Interurban, increasing its own lia- 
bilities by $11,000,000 so as to enable the 
Interurban company to carry out its guaran- 
tee to pay dividends on Metropolitan stock. 
In other words, the Metropolitan stockhold- 
ers have gone@into debt to the extent of $11,- 
000,000 so they might receive unearned divi- 
dends in the future, and which they them- 
selves have thus seen provided through the 
creation of an obligation in which they 
themselves dabble and which is actually a 
first lien on all their property.”’ 


Construction Figures Juggled. 

The report also finds that in 1898, 1899, 1900, 
and 1901 the Metropolitan company stated 
m its gnnual report to the railroad commis- 
sion that it expended in construction and 
= equipment “a sum in cash exceeding by 

of dollars the actual sum in cash 
Which is proved by the company’s general 
balance sheets to have been so expended.”’ 
For these four years the company reported 
expending in construction and equipment a 
total of $35,413,421. The actual expenditures, 
according to'the balance sheets, were $25,- 
855,572—a difference of $10,057,849.09. It is 
also charged that in other respects there 
ate incorrect reports of cash disbursements, 
particularly in regard to loans and invest- 
ments.” Here, too, differences are alleged 
of “millions of dollars,’ as compared to the 
balance sheets, which neglect to report in 
Getail the cost of new construction from 
year to year. 


Valuations Wrongly Shown. 

On the subject of excessive valuation of 
Investments Philbin’s report Says: 

“The total value of investments set out 
4 the general balance sheet of June 30, 1901, 

$21,683,428; a year later $22,565,471. These 
Values represented more than $12,000,000 of 
Metropolitan stock issued in 1897, the acquire- 
ment of stock and bonds held for present in- 
vestments, and by cash proceeds from other 
shares of stock devoted to the purchase of 
Buch investments. 

“ The total of such gtock issued was about 
$20,000,000 in face value, on which the com- 
pany was paying 7 per cent dividends, or at 
the rate of $1,400,000 a year. But the com- 
pany’s income on this investment, as its own 
annual reports prove, was only $300,000 a 
year. In other words, the company was pay- 
ing out annually $1,400,000 and received in 
return $300,000. 

“No one could possibly doubt, after a con- 
sideration of these and other pertinent facts 
bearing on the subject’ of the company’s in- 
vestment, that the accounts were manipulat- 
ed to the advantage of some person or per- 
yons, for it is clear if the company was 
losing over $1,000,000 annually through these 
Investments sone one necessarily was profit- 
ing to an equal extent.” 


Overcharge for Construction. 

The report criticises the charges for the 
new construction in 1902, claiming that year 
the Metropolitarmexpended nothing on its own 
lines except possibly a portion of the $95,499 
eredited to new construction of lines owned 
and leased. A total of $8,448,257 is alleged 
to have been expended in hew construction 
of leased lines. 

At the average cost of construction and 
equipment this expenditure represents more 
than fifty-six miles of single track of elec- 
tric road, fully equipped with cars, power 
house, and electrical equipment. The num- 
ber of miles on which motive power was 
changed is said to have been 12.884 of single 
track. The report continues: 

“Attention is directed to the calculations 
and estimates based on the costs of two 
companies reporting in 1902, which clearly 
indicate the Metropolitan company claimed 
in 1902 an expenditure of cash for change 
of motive power exceeding by 

$6,000,000 the true cost thereof.”

BITTER STRIFE OVER YOUNG MAN 
- STARTS WAR IN COURT. 


Father and Aunt in Battle Over the 
Guardianship and Control of His 
Estate—Lawyers Pass Lie in Open- 
ing of Proceedings When Son Is 
Brought Back to Lafayette—Blows 
Are Struck and Ceurt Imposes Fine

Lafayette, Ind., April 16.—[{Special.J—The 
contest over the guardianship'of young Moses 
Fowler Chase, said to be insane, and the 
custody of hfs property, lued at $750,000, 
left him by his grandfather, which began in 
the local courts today on his arrival from 
Paris, in charge of his father, has developed 
such bitter feeling on both sides that two 
outbreaks have already taken place.

Aunt’s Lawyer Is Rebuffed. 

A force of police was on the ground to 
keep back the crowd. As soon as the party, 
consisting of Fred §8S. Chase, the father; 
young Chase, and Dan W. Simmon, attorney 
for the elder Chase, stepped on the platform 
Gaylord attempted to shake hands with 
young Chase. The elder Chase pushed him 
aside, warning him not to touch the boy. 
Gaylord kept directly in front of the party 
until he was seized by a policeman and forced 
out of the way. ;

Several protests have been lodged with 
the secretary of the treasury since copies of | 
the circular reached this city. The protest- 
ants have taken the ground that the United 
‘States treasury should not do work of this 
sort. They say clients of theirs whose ad- 
dresses could, not possibly be obtained frorn 
any other_source than the official lists of the 
government have received the circulars. This 
is the reason why they have protested. 

It is known that the secretary of the treas- 
ury, in answer to this protest, has taken the 
ground that in the matter the department 
has simply fotlowed precedent. The protest- 
ants say they fail to recall any precedents 
where the government has done work by 
wholesale for private parties. 


In Defense of the Treasury. 

This statement, however, was made tonight 
by a man familiar with the situation: 

“It is a fact that the treasury depart- 
ment has a number of times, while refusing 
to give out addresses, sent communications 
to government bondholders when it has been 
believed in the department that such com- 
munications would be of benefit to the de- 
partment. 

**In this ease it is the desire of the depart- 
ment to increase the refunding operations. 
These circulars are also designed to increase 
the refunding operations and the department 
thought it to its interest, and the interest of 
the bondholders as well, that it should aid 
in the dissemination of the circulars. 

“The addresses of the bondholders have 
not been made public by the treasury depart- 
ment, the City bank merely turning over its 
circulars to the department employés which 
put on the addresses and attended to the 
mailing of the circulars.”’ | 


Views of Local Bankers. ; 


Theodore H. Banks of Harvey Fisk & 
Sons, which is one of the most prominent of 
the local bond houses, said: 

““T have been informed that the govern- 
ment had given out a list of the holders of 
bonds. A representative of Harvey Fisk & 
Sons called upon Secretary Shaw at Wash- 
ington, but* was told that no such list had 
been made public. I know there have been 
protests by other parties, and that in one:

Barrett’s Chief Deputy Expresses Sur- 
| prise That There Should Be Com- 
plaint Against Gambling at Evason 
—Head of the County Board De- 
clares He Will Take Action if He 
Has the Power — Operators Allege 
They Have Been Assured Protection 


Sheriff Thomas E. Barrett and President 
Henry G. Foreman ofthe county board are 
likely to clash swords again, this time over 
the peolroom which was opened a few days 
ago at Evason’, just outside the city limits. 

It is openly charged by gamblers that the 
operators of the poolroom) have been prom- 
ised official protection, and as the police have 
no jurisdiction in the case this charge ap- 
pears to rest at the door of the sheriff's office. 

Up to the present time no step has been 
taken to close the poolroom, although it was 
bin operation again yesterday, with bets being 
niade on all the races. Sheriff Barrett is out 
of the city, as he has been most of the time 
since he was elected, but inquiry at his office 
brought the response that the sheriff's force 
was not “ working up cases against people. 


Deputy Sheriff Seems Surprised. — 

“What is the use of bothering it," said 
Chief Deputy C. W. Peters yesterday. ‘* The 
poolroom is well located. If there must be 
a poolroom it couldn’t be in a better place, 
between mud hills and right near the river, 
so the fellows can be thrown in if they get 
too gay. I don’t see any use of making such 
a row about a poolroom way out on the prai- 
rie, when gambling is conducted openly in

White own a 50 per cent interest. 

‘““We were offered a ‘ live interest’ in the 
enterprise before it was opened,” said Mr. 
White yestefday, “‘ but declined because we 
did not wish to antagonize the racing inter- 
ests, and we did not think Sheriff Barrett 
would allow it, to run. If the place is not 
closed the pool sellers will no longer regard 
| their agreement to keép off the tracks and 
there will be a bitter fight between the two 
interests.”

STRIKING FIREMEN DEFY POLICE 
AND INVADE STEAMER. 

Arrival of the Seneca ca the Signal for 
Riotous Attack, in Which Samnel 
Marshall Is Knocked Senscless i

Continuous rioting marked the course of 
the marine firemen’s strike yesterday. Gangs 
of meh attempted to rush aboard all the 
steamers that left their docks, hoping to 
either capture or disable the nonunion 
stokers. Failing in this, they stood in groups 
on the approaches to the bridges and threw 
stones at the boats as 
down stream. 

In the afternoon, in defiance of the police, 
they entered the stoke hole of the Seneca, 
a Lehigh Valley line steamer, and drove be- 
fore them the nonunion stokers who had 
come from Buffalo on the boat. Samuel 
Marshall, 65 years old, was knocked down 
by the rioters and kicked in the face and 
body. Then the strikers, alarmed because 
the engineers had run to the deck for help, 


ashore. 

| Missiles for the Clarion. 

The disorder reached its climax at night 
when the Erie line steamer Clarion left the 
Clark sthéet docks for Buffalo. A crowd 
of fifty strikers was on hand ready for a 
raid. At 11 o'clock they rushed through the 
ruins of the River View building, which 
face the river, armed with stones and pieces 
of burnt wood. They attempted to board 
but after a short fight with the police they 
were driven back, 

They then gathered on the bridge and 
its approach waiting for the boat to steam 
out. When it did so, showers of rocks went 
through the windows, down the open hold, 
and in through doors. Those on deck were 
forced to run f shelter, but a rock hit 
a deck hand before he got under cover. 
The rioters did not try to discover who was 
the object of their attack, but aimed at al!

Similar scenes took place at the Dearborn 
and Rush street bridges. At the latter 
a crowd of over 100 men was gathered, most 
of them negroes, and all armed with mis- 
siles of some sort. When the boat approached 
jeers greeted the deck hands and the men 
aimed at the windows and doors again. The 
strikers asserted that two men were hit, 
but claimed to Know -nothing of their 
identity. +4 

Lie in Wait for Seneca. 
The Seneca, which arrived in the after-

They were led 
by Dayid Kiffen, business agent at Chicago 
for the firemen. The beating of Marshall 
followed. 

“Are you police officers?” asked Kiffen of 
detectives who met him at the gangway 
when he was leaving the boat. ‘ If you are, 
we'll go ashore, but we don’t propose to go 
for-any of these engineers er the captain.” 
Marshall, still half unconscious, was re- 
moved from the stokehold to his berth. 
Physicians say he will be able to leave Chi- 
cago with the steamer in three days. 


Vote Against Arbitration. 


At a meeting ending early in the morning 

the Chicago and South Chicago unions re- 

fused an offer of arbitration which would 

have’ ended the strike at once. The Chicago 

local declared it had nothing to arbitrate, 107 

members voting unanimously to continug the 
strike. At South Chicago fifty-eight men 

attended the meeting. On-the first vote thirty~ 
five favored arbitration. Wrangling followed 
and finally the proposition was rejected. 


Brighter Outlook in Buffalo. | 
In Buffalo, however, the reports regarding 
the votes for arbitration were more Ilavor- 
able. A late dispatch from that city stated: 
'“* An iniportant conference was helé at the 
Iroquis hotel this evening. There were pres- 
ent William Livingstone of Detroit, president 
of the Lake Carriers’ association; Harvey 
Goulder of Cleveland, counsel for the associ- 
ation; and two members of the executive 
committee of the Lake Carriers’ association. 
D. J. Keefe, president of the Longshoremen’s 
union, was present as a representative of the, 
striking firemen. The meeting was secret. 
“One of the men who participated in the 
conference stated after the meeting that. 
events were rapidly shaping themselves for 
an immediate settlement of the strike. 
‘The plan of arbitration submitted by the 
union was that a board be appointed to con- 
sist of five members, two from the Lake 


and one to be selected later. The men are to 
return to work at once at the scale of wages 
offered by the Lake Carriers’ association, 
pending a final settlement of the strike.”’ 


One Student Returns to Chicago. 
Sherburne Wightman, first of the student 
stokers to return from Buffalo, appeared at 
the university at 8 a. m. and all day was 
kept busy answering questions regarding 
his own adventures and those of the five 
other students. | 
The remaining five students of the univer- 
sity who shipped as firemen arrived in Buf- 
falo on the steamers Tampa and Raleigh. 
When threatened with violence the student 
firemen told the strikers they intended to 
leave the boat as soon as it reached the dock. 
The college boys will leave for Chicago to- 
night. They were not molested.

PLUNGES INTO THE WATER. 


Dashes Toward the Partly Open Wells 
Street Bridge and the Span Swings 
| Back Just in Time to Cause a Collis- 
ion and Save the Lives of the Twen- 
ty-five Passengers—Traffic Blocked 
for an Hour—Police Make No Ar- 
Crashing into the end of the partly open 
Wells street bridge at 8 o’clock last night, 
a Arolley car of the Southport avenue line 
was thrown from the tracks. and barely 
saved from a plunge into the river twenty 
feet below. | 

The twenty-five passengers were not seri- 
ously injured, but the accident delayed traf- 
fic on the surface line and on the North- 
Western elevated road for more than an hour 
while a wrecking crew was extricating the 
car from the iron uprights of the bridge. 

While the blame for the accident clearly 


j Tested either with the motormawm or the 


bridgetender, or with both, the police made 
no arrests, a fact that aroused the indigna- 
tion of the passerigers whose escape from 
death had been so narrow. 


Almost a Fatal Plunge. 

The bridge had been opened to permit the 
passage of a boat when the north bound car, 
in charge of Conductor Jahn Lowaski, ap- 
proached from Fifth avenue at a rapid rate. 
The bridgetender rang his bell and the motor- 
man applied the brakes, but the car shot 
ahead, and the passengers, aware of their 
peril, atempted to rush through the doors. 
Just as the car was about to plunge into the 
river the bridge came swinging back, and 
the car struck it with a crash. | 

Jumping back, the motorman saw the front 
of the vestibule torn away 4s the iron girders 
caught it. He had released his hold on the 
brake, and the car went forward and was 
thrown almost crosswise of the tracks, be- 
coming wedged between the girders of the 
bridge.

Washington, D. C., April 16.—President

had taken leave of his reason, ‘the report (or 
rather harangue) which he has made to his 
cohvention demonstrates it beyond any 
doubt. If the Manufacturers’ association in 


Parry's unjustified, undisguised, and mali- 
cious antagonism to the effort of the workers 
to secure material and moral improvement 
they simply write themselves down to his 
low levelh.and stand committed with him for 
all theg@injury which must follow from his 
rabid utterances, his venomous and ignorant 
antagonism, which must provoke only resent- 
ment and r¥taliation. 

“Organized labor is the result of our in- 
dustrial development and environment. It 
proposes to secure a larger share of the pro- 
duction of wealth. It seeks to secure these 
cbjects by peaceful and lawful methods. It 
aims to establish more rightful relations be- 
tween man and man:

* Organized labor is here to stay—yes, to 
stay long after Parry’s name shall have béen 
forgotten.

CLUB OFFICIALS PREPARE TO 
$COLD A MEMBER. 


Park Policemen Complain That A. C. 
Banker Makes His Own Laws When 
He Is Accompanied by Feminine 

Companions and Fails to Give Heed 
to Their Warnings—New Number- 
img Ordinance Causes Protest and 
Will Be Tested—Hurt in a Runaway. 


The Chicago Automobile club finds itself 
under the necessity of giving a severe scold- 
ing to one of its members, who is said to have 
been naughty to the park policemen, who 
have tried to persuade him to obey the speed- 
ing law. The policemen in turn have appealed 
to the club for help. 

A. C. Banker, the member who hag not been 
polite to the police, will be called before the 
executive committee of the club next Wednes- 
day, and if the charges be admitted he will 
be rebuked. 

Mr. Banker, who was arrested once for 
speeding on the boulevards, has told the 
police, according to the statements of Supt. 
Foster of the south parks, that he is always 
willing to discuss matters with -the police 
when alone. When he is with women he will 
not. 

If Mr. Banker is scorching and there are 
women with him it will be useless for the 
police to waste their breath and their time 
trying to make him stop. | 

Complaint and an Answer 

In a letter to F. C. Donald, former president 
of the Automobile club, Supt. Foster says: 

‘*Mr,. Banker, who a short time ago was 
arrested for speeding with his automobile on 
Michigan avenue, has told one of our officers 
that in no instance would he stop for an 
officer if he were accompanied by ladies. It 
is this spirit on the part of automobile owners 
which makes it so difficult for the park offi- 
cers to prevent fast running on the bdlle- 
vards without resorting to methods which 
would make it uncomfortable for those auto- 
mobile owners who are conscientiously abid- 
ing by the regulations for the use of au 
mobiles on the boulevards.”’ ’ 

In reply Mr. Donald wrote: | 

“It is the aim and purpose of the club 
in every way to exert its Influence and au- 
thority to uphold your ordinances regulating 
the operation of autos on your boulevards and 
parkways, which the club has accepted in 
good faith and regard as reasonable and 
proper.” . 

Object to Numbering Rule. 

This letter, however, was.written before the 
south park board passed the numbering ordi- 
nance. With that law the club is not in full 
accord and a test case will be made of it as 
‘soon as possible. It is pointed out that the 
different park boards might pass, varying 
ordinances and make an automobile look like 
“a dress suit case which had been over 
Europe ” with its various tags. 

Mayor Harrison says he is confident the 
council will pass an ordinance providing for 
numbering the automobiles. 

“I am in hearty sympathy with such an 
ordinance,”’ he said, “ and it will be passed as 
soon as the new council gets settled down to 
business.’’

HAIL CHARLES $. DENEEN 


.W. H. Chadwick Creates Enthusiasm at 

St. Peter’s Church—Prosecutor Dis- 

cusses Criminals and Courts. 

i 

State’s Attorney Charles 8. Deneen de- 
Iivered an-address before the Men’s club of 
the St. Peter’s Episcopal church, Belmont 
and Evanston avenues, last evening, and 
when he had finished. was presented with a 
nomination for governor. The nomination 
was made by William H. Chadwick, and the 
audience applauded the suggestion enthus- 
iastically. Mr. Deneen’s reply can hardly 
be construed as a declination of the honor. 
“Mr. Deneen has proved his worth as a 
public official during his terms as stafe’s at- 
torney,’’ said Mr. Chadwick. “ He hasgiven 
the people the best administration the office 
ever had. Not only has he proved his ability 
in that office, but he has shown himself to 
be the best fitted man fot the highest office 
in Illinois. I believe Mr. Deneen will be the 
next governor of this state.” 
Mr. Deneen, who had taken his seat among. 
the audience, was called to his feet by the 
applause. 
“If I could accept what you have pre- 
dicted as true, I would be saved a great deal 
of work and campaign expenses,”’ he said, 
and he was applauded again. | 
In the course of his address, which was on 
the prosecution of criminals, Dr. Deneen sent 
a pointed shaft at the Cook county judiciary. 
“The Criminal court,” said he, “is pre- 
sided over by six judges when these judges 
are not sick, or on vacations, or attending 
to their private affairs.”’ 
Then, after more criticisms of the law’s 
delays, Mr. Deneen discussed crime. 
‘‘ Murder,” said he, “is the crime most 
revolting to public sentiment at the time it 
is committed. Bearing that fact in mind, you 
will probably be surprised to know that to 
convict a murderer is one of the most difficult 
tasks for the prosecution. The records of the 
Criminal court of this county will show that 
the acquittals by juries in murder cases are 
out of proportion to what they ought to be. 
‘‘The reason? Here is one. The live man 
in the defendant's chair has more influence 
than his victim in the cold grave in the ceme- 
tery. In a lesser crime, the defendant has 
to face not only the officers of the law, but 
also the individual he-has wronged. The 
odds are against him. But in the case of the 
murderer, when he comes to trial, the sym- 
pathy of the juries appears to be with him 
and it requires strong evidence to convict.”

Reynolds Makes Charges. ~ 


In a statement issued after Mayor Har- 
rison had taken the matter up, Commissioner 
Reynolds, in defense, made an effort to hold 
the engineering bureau responsible for the 
epidemic of typhoid fever which Hull house 
charges to the lack of enforcement of the 
health ordinances. 

This is the charge which has started City 
Engineer Ericson at work on investigation 
No. 2. It alleges pollution of the water of 
the Harrison street pumping station by 
sewage backed from a heavy rainfall. The 
sewage is said to have poured for hours 
into the seventy foot wells and to have been 
scattered about the city by the four huge 
engines. City Engineer Ericson denies em- 
phatically the truth of the charge. 

Ericson Begins Inquiry Today. 

Mr. Ericson said he would have the chief 
engineer, Thomas Kavanaugh, and Assist- 
ants Nicholas Lies, Joseph H. Reading, and 
Thomas A. Ashworth before him at the sta- 
tion at 10 o’clock this morning, and would 
make a thorough examination of the plant 
and records. | 

“* When the typhoid fever epidemic occurred 
in the Nineteenth ward,”’ said Mr. Ericson, 
“we wondered if at any of the pumping sta- 
tions there Was opportunity for contamina- 
tion. At Harrison street we found these 
underground connections, but they were so 
constructed that I have never heard that 
it was possible for sewage to get back through 
them into the stream, and there was no re- 
port that such\a thing had occurred. 

“At the same time, on the ground that 
no suspicion of possibility should remain, 
I ordered the openings leading to the catch 
basin bricked up. That wasin the latter part 
of May, 1902. I have never hadareport hint- 
ing that any sewage ever got into the water, 
and I do not believe any did. Before that 
could happen every basement in that locality 
would have to be flooded to the ceiling, and 
I do not think that has happened.”’ 


News to the Mayor. 


“I never heard the story that s¢wage had 
been allowed to get into the water at the 
Harrison street pumping station,’’ Mayor 
Harrison said, “ until today. Dr. Reynolds 
told me that was what was thought to be the 
cause of the fever. I shall, of course, make 
ian investigation and take such action as 
‘should be taken.’’ ee

YOUTSEY NAMES 
| GOEBEL’S SLAYER 


Declares on the Witness Stand 
- That James Howard Killed 
the Governor. 


GAVE HIM THE RIFLE. 


Heard Shot as He Ran Away; 
Witness Seeks Revenge. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 16.—Henry E. Yout- 
sey today for the first time told on the witness 
stand his story of the killing of the late Gov. 
Goebel. He named James Howard, the de- 
fendant, as the man who fired the shot. 

Youtsey said he saw Howard for the first 
time a.few minutes before the shooting. 
Howard had a letter, sent him several days 
before by the witness at Gov. Taylor's dicta- 
tion. Youtsey said he took Howard into the 
office of Caleb Powers, then secretary of 
state, which had been especially arranged for 
the shooting. He showed Howard the rifle, 
the bullets, and the window from which the 
shooting was tobedone. | 

** Howard asked what he was to get for do- 
ing the shooting,’’ related Youtsey. ‘‘ What 
do you want for it?’ I asked. 

-** Howard said he wanted a pardon for kill- 
ing George Baker. I told him he could have 
that, and more, too. 


Heard the Shot as He Ran. 

“About that time,’’ continued the witness, 
** Goebel came in the gate and I pointed him 
out to Howard and then ran from the room, 
As I disappeared down the steps to the base- 
ment I heard the crack of Howard’s rifie.”’ 

Youtsey said that after the shooting he 
passed through the statehouse basement 
and a few minutes later came back into the 
executive building from the east side en- 
trance. 

“I staid in the office of Assistant Secre- 
tary 6f State Matthews,’ said he, “for a 
few moments and saw Matthews break open 
Caleb Powers’ office and find the guns that 
had been left.in there.’’ 

Youtsey said that at the time of the shoot- 
ing he was private secretary to Auditor 
Sweeney, but that while his political status 
was not definitely fixed it was understood 
he was to have a good place under Taylor. 


Gov. Taylor Declared Responsible. 


“Gov. Taylor.” said Youtsey, “ directed 
everything we did. We regarded him as our 
leader, and he was morally responsible for 
all we did. We knew we had the governor 
and the pardoning board behind us and we 
were not afraid of punishment for killing 
Goebel.” 

During Youtsey’s testimony Howard sat 
with eyes riveted on the witness, but he 
did not change expression. Youtsey on 
cross examination said that after he was 
arrested, and later sent to the penitentiary, 
he still had: hope of gaining his liberty. He 
thought Yerkes would be elected governor 
rand would pardon him. Yerkes was de- 
feated, however, and about a year ago he 
decided to talk and did tell his story to Prison 
Physician Tobin. 


Wanted Revenge on Confederates. 
Youtsey said further that he had an addi- 
tional incentive to tell the story, as Taylor, 
Powers, and others had used him as a cats- 
paw and scapegoat and then deserted him 
when he got into trouble. 


No Reward Held Out. 


‘When Youtsey resumed the witness box 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon every available 
inch of room in the courtroom was filled. 
Attorney Violett continued the cross exam- 
ination for the defense and tried to extract 
from the witness an admission that he was 
hopeful of receiving a reward either in the 
way of a reduction of his sentence or lighter 
work in the prison. Youtsey said no induce- 
ment of that kind had been held out to him. 
He said that the only man who ever talked 
to him about any kind of reward was James 
A. Scott, now of the counsel for Howard. 

“This was just before I was arrested,”’ 
said he, ‘‘and Scott told me @ I would tell 
enough to bring about seven convictions he 
would get me $35,000.”’ 


Had Conference with Gov. Beckham. 


He admitted having sent for Gov. Beckham 
and asking his advice. The governor held 
a conference with him in Warden Lillard’s 
office, and he said that Backham told him 
he should tell everything, but that he was 
offered no kind of inducement. Attorney 
Violett asked a number of questions, the 
evident purpose of which was to show that 
Dr. Johnson and not Howard had shot 


Goebel. 
Tells of Another Plot. 

Youtsey admitted that he and Johnson had 
planned to kill Goebel and that Johnson 
would do the shooting. W. J. Davidson, 
then superintendent of public instruction, ne 
said, offered to allow Johnson the use of his 
oftice to do the shooting. The witness, how- 
ever, did not approve of Johnson's plans for 
the killing, and discarded him, he said, and 
did not see him after Jan. 25. 

Youtsey, in reply to questions, admitted 
that he had not been compelled to work in 
the prison since he made his confession to 
the grand jury. He claimed, however, that 
he had been sick, having been troubled with 
grip andgczema. He will continue his evi- 
dence on cross examination tomorrow. 


RULES ON HABEAS CORPUS LAW. 


Supreme Court of Illinois Holds That 
Passage of Parole Act Does Not 
Free Prisoners. 


Springfield, Ill., April 16.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme court today refused to grant a writ 
of habeas corpus for Lewis Georgetown, who 
is confined in the penitentiary under a sen- 
tence of twenty-five years given in the Crim- 
inal court of Cook county, July 25, 1902. 

Counsel for Georgetown urged the issuance 
of the writ on the ground that the judgment 
and sentence are void for the reason that the 
statute under which he was sentenced to a 
definite term was repealed by the first sec- 
tion of the parole law, passed in 1895, and 
that no subsequent statute restored the pow- 
er to a jury to fix the term of imprisonment. | 
The court held that the parole law did not 
effect the repeal of that provision of the 
statute authorizing juries to fix the term of 
imprisonment in such a case. This is the 
first time the Supreme court has passed on 
the question. 

For the last few years numerous cases of 
habeas corpus have been brought in various 
parts of the state, and resulted im the release 
of many prisoners.

The old Italian composers—those of the 
“ palmy ’’ days of opera—may not have un- 
derstood as thoroughly perhaps as do some 
of our modern music-drama creators the ex- 
pressing of the more tragic emotions which 
operatic beings are prey to, but they cer- 
tainly did know how to put into music the 
spirit of merriment and brightness that 
should accompany the enactment of comedy 
and playful intrigue. Their tragic operas 
seem to us artificial and inadequate, but 
their opere buffe when adequately given still 
possess the power to charm, amuse, and re- 
fresh. Last night at the Auditorium the 
Metropolitan company presented for the first 
time here in years Donizetti's ‘‘ Don Pas- 
quale,”’ and the audience that assembled to 
enjoy it—it was an assemblage of good size, 
although not so large as the merit of the per- 
formance deserved—spent two hours of as 
delightful and complete pleasure as it has 
fallen to the lot of any opera audience this 
season to know. There was the best of en- 
tertainment, genuine amusement, and en- 
thusiasm of the heartiest and most generous 
sort. There were no problems to be solved 
‘by those who listened, no intricate plot to 
be unraveled, no harrowing up of the emo- 
tions, but merriment, smiles, and happiness, 
and no headaches. It was an evéning of 
enjoyment—enjoyment without work or 
weariness. 

It has been a good score of years since the 
jolly little Donizetti work was heard here. 
The Bostonians in “‘ the old days”’ used it 
for a season or two as a matinée bill, and 
the performance they gave of it was not 
alone creditable but found approval at the 
publie’s hands. Since that time the opera 
has rested until Mme. Sembrich used it on 
her operatic-concert tour in this country two 
seasons ago. On the occasion of her one 
evening In Chicago at that time she offered 
us ‘“ Barber of Seville,’”” however, instead 
of the less known work, and it was not until 
last night, therefore, that we were given 
opportunity to hear her as Norina, and to 
gain knowledge once more of how charming 
“Don Pasquale ’’ really is. 

The opera simply overflows with the nat- 
ural, sparkling melody which the Italian 
masters seemed to shake out of their sleeves 
with truly wizard like ease. There are mel- 
odies in the score that are of haunting love- 
liness, melodies that are grateful to the éar 
for themselves alone and not for any connec- 
tion they may have with the text, melodies 
that are harmonized in the clearest, most 
naive manner, and yet melodies that charm, 
gladden, andrest. The orchestration is often 
simple, but there is in it a spirit of merri- 
ment and jollity that Is infectious, and which 
plays no small part in the effect the work 
produces. These old Italians did not write 
so much without regard for the dramatic 
situation as certain of their decriers would 
have us believe. 

As for the performance, it was about as 
near perfection as it needed to be—it could 
have been better perhaps, for such improve- 
ment is never impossible in mundane things, 
but better it did not need to be. Mme. Sem- 
brich was the Norina, and had Donizetti 
known the great Polish soprano, and written 
the rdle to fit her capabilities, he could not 
have fashioned it more perfectly to her and 
to them. The roguishness and fun loving 
spirit of the girl found complete revealment 
at her hands—she kept her audience capitally 
amused during the entire performance by the 
excellence of her comedy work—and the mu- 
sic with its brilliancy and effervescent spar- 
kle was sung as probably.no other soprano 
before the public today could have sung it. 
Tonal beauty was unfailingly present and 
made its charm felt, as it does in everything 
Mme. Sembrich offers, and the showy orna- 
mentation with which Donizetti adorned the 
melodies knew not alone perfect perform- 
ance, but were increased and multiplied by 
her. To any,| one who cares for finished 
vocalism in its highest revealment, the work 
of Mme. Sembrich last evening was a source 
of unqualified delight. The *“O luce di 
quest’ anima’’ from ‘ Linda” was inter- 
polated at the end of the opera and brought 
the performance to a brilliant close. 

Mme. Sembrich was admirably supported 
by Mr. Scotti, who sang the music of 
Malatesta with a finish second only to that 
of the eminent soprano herself, and acted 
the part with elegance and fine appreciation 
of its comedy possibilities; Mr. Gilibert, who 
was a Don Pasquale of irresistible humor 
and of high vocal excellence; and Mr. Dani.a 
young Italian tenor not before heard here, 
but who proved to have a light voice of 
agreeable quality, well suited to the music 
sung and equal to winning him a hearty en- 
core for the once world famous “ Com’é 
gentil.”’

J.J. HILL TELLSHIS PLANS. 


Says He Does Not Intend to “Drop 
His Bundle” at First Shout 
of a Foreigner. 


New London, Cofin., April 16.—[{Special.]— 
The Minnesota, the largest cargo and pas- 
senger ship in the world, was launched at 
the Croton yards of the Eastern Shipbuild- 
ing company today. j 
, The sponsor of the mammoth ship was 
Miss Clara Hill, daughter of J. J. Hill, pfesi- 
dent of the Great Northern Steamship com- 
pany, for which the vessel was built, to be- 
come a part of the company’s Pacific and 
oriental carrying service. 

After the launching luncheon was served to 
the guests of the shipbuilding company in 
the mold loft of the yard. 


J. J. Hill Tells His Purpose. 


There were more than 400 guests at the 
launching. Mr. Hill was received with en- 
thusiastic cheering when he arose to speak. 

“In railway transportation we lead the 
world,”’ said he. “In the united kingdom it 
costs $2.30 to ship a ton of freight 100 miles; 
in Germany, $2; in France, $1.75; in Russia, 
$1.30; whereas the average for the United 
States is only 72 cents. I hope I may in some 
manner have contributed tothisresult. But 
in steamship transportation we are children. 
Today any old tramp steamer of any nation 
that spies an American vessel putting into a 
harbor with a bundle of freight will shout, 
‘Drop that bundle,’ and immediately the 
bundle drops. 

** With that great vessel out there riding 
at anchor I don’t want to be told to drop any 
bundle. Moreover, I now give notice to all 
comers that I will not drop it. Once the 
American merchant marine was the envy 
of nations; and with progressive and liberal 
treatment at the hands of the government 
our flag shall again be supreme on the high 


seas.” 

3 Pleads Guilty to Merger. 

In expressing his sentiments regarding the 
merger agitation Mr. Hill, after thanking all 
present for coiperation in the succes of the 
launching, said: 

‘“‘In order to develop our commerce with 
the orient and meet the competition of na- 
tions there must exist a power of control 
that can collect and forwardit. But now we 
are told that such power is a crime and that 
he who exercises it is a criminal. I now here 
plead guilty to that crime, whatever the 
penalty that may be imposed.” 


_ Vessel of Huge Capacity. 
The Minnesota is of the intermediate cargo 
and passenger type. It is }630 feet long, 73 
feet 6 inches wide, 56 feet high to upper 
deck, 88 feet high to captain’s bridge, 177 
feet high to top of mast, and has five con- 
tinuous decks, all plated with steel. Four 
decks not continuous are the forecastle, 
promenade, bridge, and boat decks, and on 
top of all comes the captain’s or navigating 
bridge, making nine decks In all. 

In the hull and decks of the Minnesota 
there are no less than 12,000 tons of steel 
plates and shapes and 375 tons of rivets, a 
greater total of steel strength than is found 
in the hull of the greatest battleships or of 
any other merchant vessel in the world. 

The Old Colony building in Chicago con- 
tains 2,800 tons of structural iron and steel, 
or less than one-fourth thatin the Minnesota 
steamship. 


Carries Many Passengers. 

The Minnesota has a comparatively large 
passenger equipment and will carry 172 first 
cabin passengers, 110 second cabin, 68 third 
‘cabin, and 2,424 steerage passengers or 
troops, 
speed is fourteen knots, and it is expected 
to average twelve knots with the heaviest 
cargoes and in the worst weather. 

The Cedric, which is registered at the same 
tonnage and exceeds the Minnesota in length, 
has less dead weight carrying capacity by 
more than 9,000 tons. The dead weight car- 
rying capacity of the Cedric is 18,400 tons, 
while that of the Minnesota is 28,000. The 
Minnesota will carry 28,000 long tons of coa) 
or 280,000 barrels of flour. 

In regard to the cargo capacity of the ves- 
sel, it will carry:a cargo that would fill a 
railroad train seven miles long, or 125 trains 
of twenty cars each. aM

WESTERN LINES LIKELY TO. AL- 
FOR CABTAGE CHARGES. 


Wisconsin Central Refuses to With- 
draw Its Concession and Other 


Roads Are Expected to Meet It—At-. 


torneys Disagree ans ‘to Legality of 
the Action—Lake Shore to Spend 
‘$100,000 Building Storage Yards at 


*While no definite action was taken at yes- 
terday’s meeting of officials of western 
roads regarding the Wisconsin Central’s no- 
tice that it will grant 3 cente per hundred 
pounds for cartage in lieu of switching 
charges, it is almost certain that most of 

‘the other roads will meet the concession. 

The question of whether the action of the 
Wisconsin Central was legal had been sub- 
mitted to the attorneys of the variousroads, 
but it was found yesterday that about half 
of the attorneys found that the Wisconsin 
Central acted in strict eonformity with the 
recent ruling of the interstate commerce 
commission, while the others took the posi- 
tion that the action was illegal. 


‘Declines to Withdraw Tariff. 


Hopes had been entertained that the Wis- 
consin Central might be prevailed upon to 
cancel its new tariff, but the company failed 
to putin an apeparance at the meeting, which 
was accepted as proof that it had determined 
to stand.by its action. The roads whose at- 
torneys had ruled that cartage or switching 
charges could be absorbed, if such action 
is noted on the tariffs filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission, gave notice of 
their intention of duplicating the action of 
the Wisconsin Central. 

Consideration was also given toa seeps 
tion to fix a basis of rates for storage of lake 
freight at Chicago and Duluth. Heretofore 
such freight was stored free because it .was 
in transit. By charging for it hereafter the 
railroads mean to wrest some additional 
revenue from shippers. 


Storage Yards for Lake Shore. 


The Lake Shore will soon commence the 
construction of additional yards at Ply- 
mouth, O.; about two miles south of Ashta- 
bula. Sixty-nine car tracks will be laid, to be 
used principally for storage purposes. The 
cost will exceed $100,000. 


Finances of the Grand Trunk. 


._A cablegram from London, England, says 
Sir. Charles Rivers Wilson, president of the 
Grand Trunk railway of Canada, presiding 
at a crowded meeting of the shareholders 
yesterday, reported that hte financial results 
of the last half year had been entirely satis- 
factory.

The judges of the United. States Circuit 
Court of Appeals are divided over a case 
brought by the’ Ohio Coal company against 
the former receivers of the Wisconsin Central 
railroad company.

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LIFE SAVING MADE HARD: 


SOUTH PARK BOARD CRITICISED 
FOR IT'S INACTION. 


Only* Eleven Inches of Water in the 
North Lagoon and the Government’s 
Rescue Foree Is Unable to Reach the 
Lake—Danger of Losing Proposed 
$20,000 Station Unless Permission 
Ia Given to Occupy New Site—Pro- 
test by Lieut. Reinburg. 


“There are only eleven inches of water at 


‘the mouth of the north lagoon in Jackson 


park. In case of a wreck not one of the life 
saving boats in the station in the lagoon 
could reach the lake. The station is useless. 
I think the people of Chicago expect efficient 
service of the Jackson park station and the 
life saving department demands it.” 

In these words Lieut. John E. Reinburg, 
inepector of life saving stations on Leake 
Michigan, couched his demand for immédiate 
action on the part of the South Park board. 
He added that he had tried in many ways 
since last December to get the South Park 
board to take some action in the matter of 
removing the station from, the lagoon to a 
point at the north side of the south lagoon, 
Where surf boats could be launched both to 
thé north and south of thepier. His demand 
for action brought only a resolution to dredge 
the mouth of the lagoon and make it passable 
for lifeboats. 

The demand of Reinburg for action brings 
out the fact that Chicago is in danger of 
losing a $20,000 life saving station, for which 
congress made provision in its general appro- 
priation. The life saving department planned 
to make the station the best on the great 
lakes and probably the best in the country. 

The South Park board, or three members 
of it, has delayed action for some reason. 
It has postponed a decision from month 
to month until now the matter stands in 
this shape: - 

Uniess the park board before June 30 pro- 
vides a site for the station at the north side 
of the south lagoon—which site was chosen 
and recommended by Lieut. Reinburg—the 
320,000 appropriation probably will, revert 
to the general fund and go to some er sta- 
tion. 


Lieut. "Reinburg is away on a ‘tour of in- 
epection of his thirty-six stations and will be 
gone a month. The time for action and ac- 
ceptance of plans after he returns will be 
short. It is said that the reason for delay 
by the South Park board is a fight over the 
proposed site by rival interests. 

One life has been lost because the life sav- 
ers could not reach overturned boat in 
time to save one of thé occupants because of 
delay in pulling around the pier. From the 
proposed site, it is said, the surf boats could 
work effectively on wrecks of lake boats on 
Morgan's reef or other points dangerous to 
lake commerce north of the plier, protect the 
pleasure seekers in small boats who venture 
out from the lagoons, and, at the same time, 
launch boats to the south in case of trouble 
to any of the eighty-five boats of the Jackson 
Park Yacht club. 


BOND FORFEITURES SHOW 
NEED OF A NEW SYSTEM. 


State’s Attorney’s Staff Urges Legisla- 
tion to Prevent the Transfer of Prop- 
erty Pledged as Security. 


A series of Criminal court bond forfeitures | 
in which the sureties escaped obligation by 
transferring their property has caused the 
State's attorney's staff to urge a law which 
would make a Criminal court bond a lien on 
the real estate scheduled by the surety until 
such time as the obligations of the bond are 
met. 

One of the many instances of property 
transfers was in the case of Abraham Beam- 
ish, who had been accepted as surety on sev- 
eral bonds in the Criminal! court, one of which 
was that of Fred L. Rice, indicted on charges 
of ticket forging. Rice disappeared, and an 
investigation showed that Beamish had 
transferred his real estate after having been 
accepted as a bondsman. Under the law the 
state's attorney had no redress except to se- 
cure a creditor's judgment against Mr. Beam- 
ish, litigation on which is still pending. 

Yesterday Assistant State’s Attorney Lewis 
was notified that a west side property owner,. 
who had been accepted on two bonds of $1,500 
each, had sold his real estate and was prepar- 
ing to go to California. 

The legislative bill which seeks to make the 
bond a lien against the property of the surety 
and make it a matter of record was prepared 
by Mr. Lewis and is now in the hands of a 
committee of the house.

After fir- 
ing two shots into the body of Georgia Clark 
on Nov. 24 last Full shot himself in the 
head, but the bullet did not inflict a serious 
wound. The Clark woman, Full says, had 
robbed him. 

The effect of his plea of guilty to the 
charge of manslaughter wil) be that Full will 
be sent to the penitentiary under an inde- 
“terminate sentence, which may mean life, 
as he is now nearly 50 years old. 

It was in “the House of Blazes” that 
George Painter shot his sweetheart years 
ago, and for which crime he was hanged.

MERGER DECISION HAILEDAS 
END OF TRUST OPPRESSION. 


William R. Merriam, at St. Paul Ban- 
quet, Says Destruction of Business 
Rivals by Former Methods Will End. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 16.—[Special.}—The 
recent dec#ion of the United States Court of 
Appeals in the Northern Securities case was 
heralded as the dawn of a new era in in- 
dustrial affairs by former Census Commis- 
sioner Wililam R. Merriam in a speech be- 
fore the banquet of the St. Paul Credit Men's 
association tonight. . 

“If I am right in this conténtion,” hé 
said, “na corporation doing business in 
the states can destroy its rival by a disas- 
trous cut im prices or raise prices for products 
to the point of oppression. Hence the con- 
clusion that the courts in this country, while 
recognizing tne right of corporations to 
transact their legitimate business, in no way 
restraining them, yet, whenever they touch 
the citizen in such a way as to prove a public 
menace, in that moment they become enemies 
to the commonwealth, disobediemt to the 
law, and are Mabie to be destroyed. 

“ The conclusion is irresistible that in thie 
central government rests the power to deter- 
mine that thé individual or the corporation 
transacting any business that is interstate 
in its character cannot hold, maintain, or 
operate any property that results in injury to 
the public. Surely such a contention in ef- 
fect materially tends to centralize power th 
the national government.”’ 

In discussing the money situation and the 
likelihood of a recurrence of stringency in 
finarices, Mr. Merriam dwelt on the proposed 
changes in the laws as follows: 

“It is the purpose of congress to permit 
the public funds, both customs and internal 
revenue, to be deposited in national banks 
and to secure them by certain kinds of mu- 
nicipal bonds. This plan seems to be the 
only feasible way to correct a faulty system, 


be abandoned by the government. To ob- 
viate this absorption of funds on the part of 
the United States they should be placed in 
banks, by proper se¢urity, in order that they 
may be reloaned and thus enter the channels 
of trade. It is-confidently expected that 
there will be relief in this direction, and if 
it comes In time, there will undoubtedly be a 
much less acute financial situation than now 
apprehended by those who are immediately 
in the purview of the monetary 
of New York City.”

Price of Cash Wheat and Other Difficul- 
ties Capped by Discrimination on Part | 


of Boats in Regard to Charges. 


tically all of the merchant spring wheat | 
mills in Minnesota and the northwest shut 
down entirely and will cease turning out flour 
for an indefinite period. 

For some time, owing to the price of cash 
wheat, the high rates of freight, and the 
depressed state of the flour markets, milis 
have been operating at a loss. Today the 
boats operating between Duluth and Buffalo 
fixed the rate for moving wheat on a basis 
of 2 cents a bushel, while the present pro- 
portionate rate on flour from Duluth to 
Buffalo is maintained at 8 cents per 100 
pounds, equivalent to 5 4-10 cents a bushel. 

The transportation lines have told the 
millers that under the operation of the Elkins 
bill they need not anticipate any discrimina- 
tion in rates against flour, but the 2 cent 
rate on wheat does not bear out the promise.
